Obama Touts Immigration Plan 


His plan, Senate’s

Declaring “now is the time” to fix 
broken immigration laws, Pres- 
ident Barack Obama on Tuesday 
urged Congress to put millions of 
illegal immigrants on a clear path 
to U.S. citizenship while cracking 
down on businesses that employ 
people illegally and tightening 
security at the borders. 

Obama also heralded a rare 
show of bipartisanship between 
the White House and Senate leaders 
on basic plans to resolve the long, 
emotional national issue. 

But both the White House and 
Senate proposals for tackling the 
complex and emotionally charged 
issue still lack key details. And 
potential roadblocks are already 
emerging over how to structure the 
avenue to citizenship and wheth- 
er a bill would cover same-sex cou- 
ples — and that’s all before a Senate 
measure can be debated, approved 
and sent to the Republican- con-

Dissecting Obama’s Plan 

President Barack Obama added to the momentum from the bipartisan Senate 
group in favor of an immigration overhaul. Here are three parts of his plan: 

1. The Path to Citizenship 

Create a path to citizenship with "provisional legal status” and a green card as inter- 
mediary steps, regardless of whether border security measures are completed. 

2. Addressing Young Immigrants 

People brought to the U.S. as children would have the same path to citizenship but 
could expedite that path by attending college or serving for two years in the military. 

3. Revamping Border Security 

Improve infrastructure at ports of entry and create new criminal penalties for those 
who smuggle people, drugs, weapons or money across the border.

Obama and the Senate lawmak- 
ers all want to require people here 
illegally to register with the gov- 
ernment, pass criminal and nation- 
al security background checks, pay 
fees and penalties as well as back 
taxes, and wait until existing immi- 
gration backlogs are cleared before 
getting in line for green cards. 
Neither proposal backs up those 
requirements with specifics. 

A key difference between the 
two plans is the administration’s 
plan to allow same-sex partners to 
seek visas under the same rules that 
govern other family immigration. 
The Senate principles do not rec- 
ognize same-sex partners, though 
Democratic lawmakers have told 
gay-rights groups that they could 
seek to include that in a final bill. 

House Speaker John Boehner’s 
spokesman responded cautiously to 
the two sets of proposals Tuesday. 

“Any solution should be a 
bipartisan one, and we hope the 
president is careful not to drag 
the debate to the left,” said Bren- 
dan Buck, a Boehner spokesman.

Senate Confirms Kerry 
As Secretary of State 


Washington 

The Senate overwhelmingly con- 
firmed President Barack Obama’s 
choice of five-term Sen. John Kerry 
to be secretary of state, with both 
sides praising him as the ideal suc- 
cessor to Hillary Rodham Clinton. 

The vote Tuesday was 94-3. One 
senator — Kerry — voted present 
and accepted congratulations from 
colleagues on the Senate floor. The 
roll call came just hours after the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee unanimously approved the 
man who has led the panel for the 
past four years. 

Kerry could be sworn in as 
early as Wednesday. A welcoming 
ceremony is planned at the State 
Department on Monday. 

Obama tapped Kerry, 69, the 
son of a diplomat, decorated Viet- 
nam veteran and 2004 Democrat- 
ic presidential candidate, to suc- 
ceed Clinton, who is stepping down 
after four years. The Massachusetts 
Democrat, who had pined for the

The “Defen- 
sores de Cristo" allegedly recruited 
women to have sex with a man who 
said he was the reincarnation of Christ. 
Fourteen foreigners were detained in the 
raid and have been turned over to pros-

TUNIS, TUNISIA 

Country Boosts Security 
At Oil and Gas Facilities 

Tunisia is reinforcing the security around 
its oil and gas facilities in the North 
African country’s southern deserts 
following an attack in Algeria, the state 
news agency reported. Special units will 
protect the installations in the southern 
Sahara region, which is 150 miles north 
of the Algerian gas plant that was re- 
cently attacked by militants, (ap) 

CAIRO 

Nile Cruise Ship Runs 
Aground; No Injuries 

Egyptian police officials said a cruise 
ship ran aground on the Nile River near 
the southern city of Aswan, but all 120 
people aboard survived. Officials said 
the ship was traveling to the city of Luxor 
on Tuesday when it hit rocks and took in 
water before running aground. None of 
the passengers were injured, (ap)

At least 65 bodies 
pulled from river, 
opposition says 

Beirut 

The bodies of least 65 people shot 
in a mass killing were found in 
Aleppo on Tuesday, according to 
opposition activists. 

A video posted online Tuesday 
showed many of the victims lying 
on the muddy banks of the Quweiq 
River in the Bustan al-Qasr neigh- 
borhood of southwestern Alep- 
po with their hands bound. Most 
appeared to have been shot in the 
head, and some of the victims 
appeared to be teenagers. 

Bustan al-Qasr has been the site 


of heavy fighting in recent days as 
the Syrian military has launched 
several attacks to retake the neigh- 
borhood from rebel control. 

Opposition activists said it was 
not clear who carried out the mass 
killing, when it happened or why. 
Since the bodies were fished out of 
the river, it was possible that the 


victims were shot somewhere out- 
side the city, they said. Opposition 
groups said they expected the num- 
ber of dead to increase. 

In New York, meanwhile, Lakh- 
dar Brahimi, the U.N. special envoy 
to Syria, prepared to deliver what 
was expected to be a grim report on 
the situation in the country to the 


U.N. Security Council on Tuesday. 

Brahimi appeared to be mak- 
ing some progress last month 
in talks with Russia, the Syrian 
regime’s close ally. But his efforts 
were undercut by a speech by Syr- 
ian President Bashar Assad in 
early January that made it clear 
he would not leave power, one of 
the key demands of the opposition. 

The international body’s inabil- 
ity to stop that killing has angered 
some activists. 

“The United Nations doesn’t 
do anything,” said Rami Abdul- 
rahman of the U.K.-based Syrian 
Observatory for Human Rights. 

The U.N. estimates that at 
least 60,000 people have been 
killed since March 2011. babak

Residents in Mali’s newly liberat- 
ed city of Gao hunted down and 
beat suspected Islamist extrem- 
ists who had not fled with their 
brothers-in-arms as Malian and 
French military forces closed in 
and retook the town, and Malian 
troops bundled the militants into 
army trucks Tuesday. 

France, Mali’s former colonial 
ruler, began sending in troops and 
warplanes Jan. 11 to turn the tide 
after the militants began encroach- 
ing upon the south. French and 
Malian troops seized Gao during 
the weekend and retook Timbuk- 
tu on Monday. 

Also Tuesday, African and West- 
ern nations pledged more than 
$450 million to fund an African- 
led military force to continue the 
fight against the extremists, (ap)

Google Map 
Of N. Korea 
Unveiled 


Seoul, S. Korea 

Instead of a nearly blank white 
space with a dot for Pyongyang, a 
new map of North Korea released 
by Google on Tuesday shows a 
country with roads, towns, hotels, 
hospitals, department stores — and 
several city-size gulags. 

According to a Google blog post, 
a group of volunteer “citizen car- 
tographers” working outside the 
North used a Wikipedia-like pro- 
gram known as Google Map Maker 
to create the detailed new portrait. 

North Korea was the last coun- 
try virtually unmapped by Google, 
but other, even more detailed, maps 
already existed. Google’s map is 
important because it is so readi- 
ly accessible. 

It is unlikely to have an imme- 
diate influence in the North, where 
Internet use is severely restricted. 
But it could become a boon to out- 
side analysts, (the Washington post)

Is Metro Culturally Clueless? 


Q I think the planners at 
Metro are culturally clue- 
less. I was struck to see that 
during Memorial Day weekend, 
the West Falls Church station 
will be closed for track work. 
Thousands of people will attend 
“A Prairie Home Companion’s" 
Live broadcast at Wolf Trap that 
weekend, and the shuttle to the 
venue is from West Falls Church 
station. Metro bends over 
backward to accommodate the 
throngs that travel to and from 
sporting events. But a perform- 
ing arts event doesn’t appear 
to have the same value in the 
minds of Metro’s planners. 


That’s them getting ready for the 
Silver Line out that way. What the 
Metro people say when I ask about 
this sort of thing is that there’s 
always something going on in the 
D.C. region that the track work pro- 
gram is going to interfere with. 

Metro does assign people to 
monitor events in the region and 
bring that knowledge to the table 
when transit officials set up the 
track-work schedule. 

Q l recently read Metro’s 
30-year plan. I generally 
agree with all the proposals. 

What is the order in which you 
think Metro will seek funding for 


these projects? I’m guessing the 
additional tunnels are required 
before the other projects west of 

D.C. can be completed. 

I would absolutely start with projects 
designed to relieve congestion with- 
in the existing transit system before 
moving on to others that would 
increase demand on the system. 

But hold on: This Momen- 
tum report is a very interesting 
draft proposal by Metro’s man- 
agement. It’s not yet what I think 
of as a “plan.” The ideas in it are 
something the entire region should 
debate, and I’m glad the staff has 
put this out to stimulate the debate. 
But I won’t think of it as a “plan” 
until somebody tells me where the 
money is coming from.

Kennedy Center 
Unveils Expansion 


Design will feature a 
stage floating on the 
Potomac, green space 

Washington 

The Kennedy Center plans to build 
a $100 million expansion of the 
performing arts venue, the center 
announced Tuesday. Designed by 
American architect Steven Holl, the 
privately funded project includes 
public green spaces, a video pro- 
jection wall for simulcast produc- 
tions and a floating outdoor stage 
on the Potomac River. 

Kennedy Center Chairman 
David Rubenstein, co-founder of 
the Washington-based private 
equity firm the Carlyle Group, will 
donate $50 million to the project, 
the single largest gift in the insti- 
tution’s history. 

“David has been an extraordi- 


narily generous chairman,” said 
Michael Kaiser, president of the 
Kennedy Center. 

The plan includes three pavil- 
ions that will house classrooms, 
rehearsal facilities and multipur- 
pose rooms for the Kennedy Center’s 
educational programs. The expan- 
sion will be south of the complex. 

The proposed design is relative- 
ly small — about 60,000 square feet 
of indoor space — compared with 
the existing 1.5 million-square- 
foot complex. The three pavilions 
will be connected by unobtrusive 
pathways or underground tun- 
nels. The most ambitious struc- 
ture is an outdoor stage, which 
will float on the river, rising and 
falling with the tide. 

One pavilion will provide 
a new entrance to the Kenne- 
dy Center on its south side for 
those arriving on bus or foot.

Leopold Found Guilty 


Anne Arundel exec 
convicted of misusing 
staff, security detail 


Annapolis, Md. 

Anne Arundel County Executive 
John Leopold was found guilty 
Tuesday of misconduct for using 
his security detail to do campaign 
work at public expense. 

Leopold, 69, was accused of 
misusing his security detail and 
his former scheduler for his per- 
sonal and political benefit, at tax- 
payer expense. 

Among the allegations was 
that Leopold had former sched- 
uler Patricia Medlin get on her 
hands and knees and drain the 
urine from his catheter several 
times a day for nearly a year, even 
after he was able to do it himself. 
Maryland state prosecutors called 
it “catheter abuse.” 

The second-term Republican

was cleared on a charge of mis- 
using his staff to keep his mis- 
tress at bay. 

Judge Dennis Sweeney said it 
was “behavior unbecoming and 
graceless but not illegal.” 

In closing arguments Tuesday, 
the prosecution argued that the 
“catheter abuse” constituted an 


“oppressive and willful” abuse of 
authority, and hence, misconduct. 

“He enjoyed it. That’s why he 
did it,” state prosecutor Thomas 
McDonough said. 

The defense argued that Leop- 
old was suffering from debilitat- 
ing back pain and needed more 
help from his security detail and 
staff and that he was not trying 
to humiliate them. 

The defense called the alle- 
gation of abuse salacious and 
“blown out of proportion” by the 
news media. 

McDonough in his final argu- 
ments rejected that argument and 
said that Leopold knew what he 
was doing was illegal and that 
his own staff suggested he spend 
$2,000 to hire college students to 
do that work. 

However, Leopold, whose cam- 
paign committee had more than 
$500,000 in the weeks lead- 
ing up to the election, refused.

Gray: D.C. Will 
Keep $417M 
Budget Surplus 

Washington 

Mayor Vincent Gray will keep a 
$417 million budget surplus in 
the District government’s savings 
account, building the city’s reserves 
to $1.5 billion — the highest level 
since 2005 and the second high- 
est total since the city gained lim- 
ited independence from Congress. 

With the exception of property 
taxes, every major District revenue 
source outperformed projections, 
adding $300 million in locally gen- 
erated tax dollars, according to a 
Tuesday briefing from mayoral 
aides and finance officials. Busi- 
ness taxes brought in $78 million 
more than anticipated, while sales 
taxes did $68 million better and 
estate taxes did $53 million bet- 
ter.

Team pride leaves neighbor vs. neighbor 
where Redskins and Ravens territory meet 


Washington 

The line between Ravens and Redskins 
territory, if such a thing existed, might 
run directly through the halls of Res- 
ervoir High, a Howard County, Md., 
school located just west of Interstate 
95 about halfway between downtown 
Baltimore and Washington. 

It would run between the offices 
of school resource officer Jason Hall 

— a founding member of the school’s 
Redskins Fan Club, whose walls are 
plastered with Redskins memorabilia 

— and assistant athletic director Josh 
Sullivan, a Ravens fan since the fran- 
chise arrived in Baltimore in 1996. 

And it might snake through the Ful- 
ton, Md., school’s gymnasium, where 
Ann Rager and Jamie Davis —neigh- 
bors for more than 15 years — recent- 
ly discussed the passion that divides 
their 20723 zip code. 

“I grew up a Redskins fan, and 
I’ve always been a Redskins fan,” said 
Rager, 50. 


“I was thinking about getting a 
Ravens tattoo this week,” interject- 
ed Davis, 49. 

As the Ravens prepare for Sunday’s 
Super Bowl — their second champion- 
ship game appearance and 21st playoff 
game over the past 13 seasons — fans 
and media members have revived the 
nearly annual debate about whether 
Redskins fans should cheer for a Bal- 
timore team in the postseason. The 
Ravens’ long run of success has coin- 
cided with an extended downturn for 
the Redskins, who have played just four 
playoff games in that span, but who 
enjoyed an on- and off-the-field resur-

gence in 2012 behind rookie quarter- 
back Robert Griffin III. 

While the Redskins struggled and 
the region’s suburbs expanded in recent 
years, the Ravens openly courted sub- 
urban Washington fans, holding a 2012 
practice in Anne Arundel County, Md., 
putting preseason games on Washing- 
ton television and regular season games 
on 1500 AM radio, and beefing up their 
presence on Comcast SportsNet, which 
is sending 22 people to New Orleans 
for the Super Bowl. 

“I think we’re still growing in the 
Washington market,” said Ravens Pres- 
ident Dick Cass, a Montgomery Coun- 
ty, Md., resident. “I think there are a lot 
of fans in both markets that will follow 
the other team with interest.” 

But in the swath of land running 
from northern Montgomery and 
southern Frederick counties southeast 
through Laurel, Md., and beyond, the 
question is less whether to support a 
rival city off in the hazy distance than 
whether to support your next-door 
neighbor’s favorite team. 

“It breaks down by family,” said 
Ravens season-ticket holder Carl 
Hedgren. “You don’t have many split

families within one house — you have 
a Redskins family next to a Ravens 
family.” 

The county line is a natural divider 
between the two franchises. According 
to NFL rules, the Redskins have exclu- 
sive marketing rights in Montgomery 
and Prince George’s counties, meaning 
M&T Bank — a large Ravens sponsor 

— cannot display the Ravens logo in 
those D.C. suburbs. The Ravens, mean- 
while, have exclusive marketing rights 
in the rest of Maryland, meaning Har- 
ris Teeter — a large Redskins sponsor 

— cannot use the Redskins logo in its 
North Laurel location, barely 10 miles 
from the Washington Beltway. 

While the Ravens have pursued 
sports fans in the D.C. suburbs, their 
pitch is aimed mostly at younger unde- 
cideds and new arrivals rather than 
longtime Redskins fans. 

“We’re really not trying to take 
Redskins fans. That’s a lost cause,” 
Cass said. “We’re just trying to mar- 
ket ourselves to people who are 
moving into the area and to the 
fans that we already have there.”

Lewis Denies Using Banned Substance 



Report: Linebacker 
took deer-antler spray 
to recover from injury 

Super Bowl 

Baltimore Ravens linebacker Ray 
Lewis on Tuesday challenged a 
Sports Illustrated report that he 
used a product that contained a 
substance banned by the NFL 
after he tore his triceps in October. 

Asked about the report Tues- 
day during Super Bowl media day, 
Lewis denied using the substance 
and said he has never tested posi- 
tive for a banned substance. 

Mitch Ross, a co-owner of 
Sports with Alternatives to Ste- 
roids (SWATS), told SI he spoke with 
Lewis after he was injured Oct. 14 
and that Lewis requested products 
that could speed his recovery time. 
Among the treatments was deer- 
antler spray, which contains IGF-1, 
a substance banned by the league. 

“Two years ago, it was the same 
report,” Lewis told reporters. “I 
wouldn’t give that report or [the 
reporter] any of my press. He’s 
not worthy of that. Next question.” 

Two years ago, an SI story on 
SWATS reported that Hue Jackson, 
then coach of the Oakland Raiders, 
was told to cut his ties with the com- 
pany. Ross indicated that he gave 


Jackson free products that were dis- 
tributed to players, including Lewis. 

“Ray has been randomly test- 
ed for banned substances and has 
never failed a test,” Kevin Byrne, the 
Ravens’ vice president of communi- 
cations, told ESPN. “We have never 
been notified of a failed test. He has 
never been notified of a failed test.” 

Lewis and the team met Tues- 
day morning to discuss the report 


ahead of media day. 

“He denied using the substance 
discussed in the article, and we 
believe him,” Byrne told ESPN. 

At media day, Ravens coach 
John Harbaugh said he and Lewis 
had not spoken about the report. 
“Ray has worked incredibly hard to 
get back. I would hate to see any- 
thing diminish that,” he said. “My 
understanding is that he’s passed 


every random substance test that 
he’s taken throughout his career.” 

Ross, in an interview on the 
“Scott Van Pelt” show on ESPN, 
said Lewis “used every product 
that I had” and that he developed 
an armband “to strengthen his tri- 
ceps and some liquid wraps that 
would help him heal as well.” 

Christopher Key, Ross’s part- 
ner in SWATS, said “IGF-1, or insu-

Players such as New York’s Alex 
Rodriguez and Toronto’s Melky 
Cabrera, who have previously 
been caught using banned sup- 
plements, are named prominent- 
ly in the report. Oakland pitcher 
Bartolo Colon, Texas slugger Nel- 
son Cruz and Padres catcher Yas- 
mani Grandal were also among the 
players listed in the report.

Since Okafor’s first double- 
double of the year on Dec. 22, he’s 
responded with nine more, and 
his averages for January heading 
into Wednesday’s game at Phil- 
adelphia are a robust 10.9 points 
and 11 rebounds per game. 

“He’s been playing big for us 
lately, especially rebounding-wise,” 
Wall said. 

For Okafor, the biggest factor 
in his improvement is knowing 
that he’s going to be in the mix.

“On my end, it’s been more con- 
sistent minutes — knowing where 
my minutes are coming from,” 
he said.

1. French Market 

The smell of sweet pralines and fresh- 
ly brewed coffee wafts through the 
air of the New Orleans French Market. 
The centuries-old commercial hub 
stretches for several city blocks along 
the banks of the Mississippi River. Dat- 
ing back to 1791, it was originally the 
site of a Native American trading post, 
and many such items are sold in the 
market today. See Frenchmarket.org. 



2. City Park 

City Park is the largest green space 
in New Orleans with more than 
1,300 acres of gardens, lagoons and 
walking trails set amid centuries- 
old oak trees draped in Spanish 
moss and filled with birds. Learn 
more at Neworleanscitypark.com. 


3. Mardi Gras and Bourbon Street 

New Orleans is perhaps best-known for hosting one of the biggest free parties in the world: Mardi Gras. The Carnival 
season includes parades with costumed riders, marching bands and decorated floats, and it lasts a few weeks. But visi- 
tors can get a taste of the madness and revelry of Carnival any time of year on Bourbon Street, the city’s most famous 
thoroughfare, where scantily clad women beckon patrons from strip-club doorways and beads are flung from balconies 
to revelers down below year-round. It’s also a hot spot for live music, which spills out onto the street from clubs with 
doors and windows flung open. Bourbon Street is the one place where a costume can be flaunted any time of year. 


4. Mississippi River Ferry 

A boat ride is one of the best ways to get a look at the New Orleans skyline 
and the Mississippi River’s daily parade of river barges, steamships and 
cruise ships. The Algiers Point ferry, which has been in operation since the 
early 1800s, is free to pedestrians. It runs every 30 minutes between the 
landing at the foot of Canal Street near the Aquarium of the Americas and 
the historic Algiers Point neighborhood directly across the river from the 
French Quarter. Visitors can also enjoy a free self-guided tour of the Algiers 
Point neighborhood with the help of an online brochure from the Algiers 
Historical Society at Algiershistoricalsociety.org/walking-tours.html. 




5. Jackson Square 

Artists painting on canvas, clowns making balloon animals, 
street performers and jazz musicians are among the free 
entertainment to be found in Jackson Square, a one-block 
section of the French Quarter anchored by gardens and grand 
oak trees. The square is bordered by restaurants, storefronts 
and upper-level balconies boasting decorative ironwork and 
often hosts free concerts. Learn more at Jackson-square.com. 
Visitors are also welcome at St. Louis Cathedral, where Masses 
are celebrated daily. Visit Stlouiscathedral.org to find out hours.
